BATTLES RAUK ANEW

JE RU SA L E M . J a n . 26 — Al l 
wives and children of U n i t e d 
States consular officials w e r e 
evacuated from Je ru sa le m today 
as new strife in Palestine c la n n ­ 
ed a toll of seven Arabs killed 
and eight wounded.
